The Carnegie 
hero fund commisison decided yesterday. 
Though twenty-seven claims for medals 
were urged, not one was awarded. 


Now, all of these persons who risked 


their lives, or thought they did, to save 
some -helpless being in distress are say- 
ing with Percy A'ere, "AVot'S dc use?" 


Several who assisted in saving persons 


whose lives were imperiled in the Gener: 
al Slocnm disaster eighteen months ago, 
in which 1,000 persons were burned or 
drowned, thought they were heroes and 
their claims were advanced before the 
commission. • The 
commission looked 


them over and decided they did nothing 
heroic. They 
must depend upon 
the 


gratitude, of the persons whose lives 
they saved for their reward, and as most 
of the passengers on the ill-fated boat 
were poor it is not likely that the r«s- 
rfuers will get any gold or silver medals. 


NO HEROISM ON LAKE. 


In addition to this, the cases of Cap- 


tain D. S. McDonald of North East, Pa., 
and six of his crew on the steamer Sev- 
onia, bound for Cleveland, which went 
down off Sand Island Reef in Lake Su- 
perior Sept. 2, 1005, also were rejected. 
It Juid been stated in the newspapers 
that Captain McDonald and six of his 
crew decided to stand by in the face of 
sure death to sec that all others were 
saved. 


The Carnegie hero fund commission re- 


ports adversely on this. The statement 
is made that Captain McDonald, who, ac- 
cording to the newspaper world, died a 
hero, as did his six seamen, really did 
nothing heroic. Tl-fiy 
were caught in 


the forepart of the ship by its breaking, 
and had no chance io escape. 


GIRL GIVEN CASH FUND. 


The only popular move -made by the 


commission was the granting of $2,500 
to Miss Maude Titus of Newark, N. J., 


who, 
at a previous meeting of the com- 


mission, had been granted a silver medal 
for life-saving. 
.'The case of Miss Titus is considered 
one of the most interesting over brought 
under notice of 
the . commission. On 


Jxily 30, 1004, with Miss Rcifsnydcr and' 
some others, she was aboard the yachi 
Romance, owned by Mr. Burgess of Bos- 
ton in Casco Bay at Yarmouth, Me. The 
yacht foundered and 
Miss Reifsnyder 


could not swim, but Maude Titus stuck 
with her, and though strong swimmers 
forced their way to land, she went down 
with her friend time and again, finally 
dragging her to shore. 


The commission has now refused 3S2 


applications, granted nineteen and has 
300 yet to consider.

Farther Canals and Dltoho» to Redeom 


Some 1.200 Acres In County.

James English, Mr. Bennett, nnd others, 
from the town of Nonvjiy, are in the 
city today arranging for the organiza- 
tion of a drainage district canal to take 
in* all of the territory assessed for work 
done in 1S01 and 1802, and other terri- 
tory. 


The. 
district will comprise about 1,200 


acres. It is intended to construct furth- 
er canals and ditches, and to complete 
the reclamation of what has long been 
known as AVind Lake marshes. 


It will be one of the largest and most 


important canals in the state, taking in 
farm lands ten miles in. length and five 
miles wide. No estimate has ben rnaedo 
of the work contemplated. It is expect- 
ed tho petition for the work will be filed 
in the circuit court tomorrow. 


In the county court the will of the late 


Henry Dean has been filed. The exact

SPAIN TAKES INITIATIVE 


ALGECIRAS, Spain, Jan, 18.—3:45 p. 


m. The Moroccan conference reassembled 
privately this afternoon, even tho secre- 
taries being omitted. It soon developed 
that Spain had taken, the initiative in 
.solving tiie problem of the trade in con- 
traband arms in a way satisfactory 
to 


France nnd Germany. The draft of the 
Spanish plan was drawn this morning for 
discussion this afternoon. 


The main feature is joint legislation on 


the part of the powers penalizing con- 
traband' trndo in arms, with a rccommcn- 


, dation that the sultan concur with the 
i powers in its rigid repression. 


VENEZUELAN TOLD TO GO 


France Orders Him Ont of Terri- 


tory—Naval Demonstration 


Plans Under Way. 


PARIS, Jan. IS.—Official confirmation 


of Venezuela's unccrmonious treatment 
of M. Tnigny the retiring French charge 
at Caracas, has reached the foreign office. 
Though the officials will not make any di- 
rest statement on the subject it in un- 
derstood that a naval demonstration is 
under preparation, the division of the 
French -warships recently aecmblcd in the 
vicinity of Venezuelan waters being util- 
ized for that purpose. 


5:30 
p. m.—M. Maubourguet, the 


charge d' affaires of A'e'neznela. here, thin 
afternoon received the official announce- 
ment of his expulsion from French terri- 
tory. The notification was conveyed to 
him by M. Gouvt, the chief secretary of 
Premier Rouvier", and a specinl commis- 
sarv of police, M. Hennion. The charge 
d' affaires showed considerable emotion, 
but accepted the government's decision. 
He will'leave Pam from the northern 
railroad station at 10 o'clock tonight for 
Liege, Belgium .accompanied by the spec- 
ial commissary of police who is responsi- 
ble for his security to the frontier. 


The action of the French government 


with reference to A^cnczucla has not yet 
been finally decided. M. Rouvier is call- 
ing the cabinet council together to con- 
sider the steps to be taken. 


VIENNA DOCTORS MAY STRIKE 
A7IENNA, Jan. 18,—The communal doc- 


tors threaten to strike against the regu- 
lations compelling them to vaccinate nnd 
attend the poor and to report cases of 
infectious diseases. At present they are 
paid 4 cents for each vaccination and a 
week's subsequent treatment and receive 
no payment for notifications. 


It is feared that a strike would result 


in an epidemic. The highest salaries paid 
are $1SO yearly and the communities cau- 
not afford to give more. 


AVASHINGTON, Jan, 18.—Mrs. Eliza- 


beth M. Holmes of New York is detained 
at the house of detention here, having 
been arrested last night on a telegram 
signed William M. Holmes of No. 20 Gold 
street. New York. The telegram read: 


"Arrest my wife; believed demented." 
AVhon Mrs. Holmes was taken into cus- 


tody she stated that she had some pap- 
ers "for President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Taft that would reveal startling 
things to them. If she could not see the 
president, she said, she would see Secre- 
tary Taft. 


"I propose to unmask at least three 


traitors," said Mrs. Holmes. "I repre- 
sent Mrs. Elizabeth Granniss, president 
of tbe'Natio-nal Pufity Congress, and an 
exponent of womanU rights. 


BENT ON SEEING PRESIDENT. 


"Upon my arrival in the city, I sent 


messages to two congressmen that I am 
here and when the detectives called I 
thought they were the congressmen, and 
therefore readily admitted them. 


"I have a letter to the vice president 


and am otherwise clothed with good cre- 
dentials nnd authority. 
I intend seeing 


the president as soon as possible and will 
then return home. I will be accompanied 
by some influential person. I don't pro- 
pose to be ejected from the AVhite House 
as was Jlrs. Morris. 


HUSBAND ON HIS .WAY. 


"Recently I wrote to Dr. Minor Morris 


and I will notify him of my pres- 
ence here. He knows something about 
the secret of my mission. 


"I am surprised at the telegram pur- 


porting to come from my husb.ind and I 
am not ready to believe that he sent it." 


Relatives of Mrs. Holmes called .it po- 


lice headquarters this morning and dis- 
cussed tho co.*c with Captain Boardmnn. 
They thought it best that she should be 
cared for until her husband reaches here, 
which 
will be 'some time this after- 


noon. He telegraphed that he would 
leave New York today on a 
morning 


train and would take his wife back with 
Him tonight. 


TAKE UP .MORRIS CASE. 


In conversation with several detectives 


who interviewed her, Mrs. Holmes said 
that her most important business here 
was to interest the president in some of 
her financial matters, claiming that cer- 
tain names had been forged to deprive 
her of property to which she is justly 
entitled. 
Incidentally, as a believer in 


woman's rights and as a member of the 
National Purity League, she said 
she 


thought she would discuss with the presi- 
dpntVin" case of Mrs. Minor Morris. She 
thought that cose should clnim the at- 
tention of the women of the country and 
it was her purpose to see if she could 
not have the president right the wrong 
that hod been done Mrs. Morris. It was 
her intention, she further said, to apply- 
to the chief of police to have an office: 
accompany her to the White House that 
there micrht be no repetition of the Mor- 
ris incident. -

REMAINS OF TWO FOUND. 


Ayer acted in a strange manner after 


his arrival at the Bailey house and the. 
county officials concluded early in the 
evening, after a hasty investigation, that 
he had murdered all seven members of • 
his family as they lay in their beds late 
Tuesday night or early yesterday morn- 
ing. 


The ruins had cooled during the night: 


nnd a careful search was instituted for 
the remains of five of the victims. Two 
charred trunks, one of which is supposed' 
to me that of Mrs. Lakeman and the- 
other that of a child were found in th«. 
debris. 


USED NOISELESS WEAPON. 


The authorities believe that Ayer used 


an axe or some other noiseless weapon, 
as they have learned that the neighbor* 
heard no pistol shots or disturbance of 
any kind from the Ayer home previous 
to the fire. The do not expect the de- 
tails of the actual commission 6f the 
crime vdll ever become known. Hetaada 
his appoarance at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. Bailey, about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. An hour later his neighbor, Win* 
H. Fowler arrived and told Ayer of the 
burning of bis home. 
DISTURBED BY FANCIED AVRONG. 
' AVithout a word in reply, Ayer dre-w 
the revolver from his pocket and shot 
himself in the head. He never regained 
consciousness and died at 9:30 o'clock in 
the evening. Further investigations dis- 
closed the fact that for three month?, 
Aver had been brooding over fancied fi- 
nancial vrrong in connection with tho 
settlement of thn estate of his wife's 
lather, Isaac Lakeman, who died three 
years ago. 
The widow was named as 


executrix. No final settlement" of the 
estate has been made however. In No- 
vember last Sirs. Lakeman put up the 
farm at auction nnd it was bought by 
one of her sons, Fayetto Lakeman. He, 
made an arrangement for Ayer and his 
wife to remain on the place, having 
their rent free in return for boarding 
Mrs. 
Lakeman, paying the taxes and 


making repairs. Ayer insisted, however, 
that his wife should receive the share of 
the purchase money that would be hers 
as an heir before she signed the deeds 
to the place. To this her brothers re- 
fused to consent. Ayer was angry, but 
his wife finally signed the deeds. The 
failure to obtain this ready money to 
meet his very pressing financial needs is 
believed to have unbalanced Ayer men- 
tally. 


The search of the ruins resulted in thX- 


finding of all five of the remaining bodies 
during the forenoon. All ^ere burned 
horribly and it was practically impossi- 
ble to tell one from another save that 
a difference in size indicated that of tho 
mother.

OVERWHELMED BY WATER.' 


The bodies of the two drowned men, 


still lie at the bottom of the shaft 20 
feet below the river level. These men 
were overwhelmed by the water that en- 
tered the shaft when the prssurc was re- 
moved. The other two dead men were 
hoisted to the surface by tho foreman 
and his assistant who also rescued those 
whose lives were saved. 
The foreman 


and his assistant left the bottom of the 
shaft and were hoisted to the river level 
with the bodies just in time to escape 
drowning and death by the "bends" as 
the dreaded caisson disease is called. 


Man 0' War reef is a mass of rocks 


which lies just 'below the surface of the 
river at low water. When it was fixed 
upon as the place for a shaft,-a crib was 
built, which was made air tight, and. by 
dumping rocks from the other 
shafts 


upon it. the contractors have made a lit- 
tle island for the work there. From this 
the shaft through which the compressed 
air was driven to the workers below, was 
sunk. 


Miss Greta Goetz, daughter of Night 


Policeman John Goetz, and Miss Halbcr- 
etadt, both well known young ladies of 
the north side, narrowly escaped,, being 
killed by the 3:10 south bound passenger 
train on the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway tracks yesterday morning, at the 
St. Patrick street crossing.. As it was 
they were both thrown into the ditch, 
but sustained but slight injuries. 


The Misses Goetz and Halberstadt aro 


employed at the Horlick Food 
factory 


and started for work yesterday morning. 
Th3y walked 'on St. Patrick street. 
When the Chicago & North. Western 
railway tracks were reached, a freight 
train was going north. A heavy fog 
prevailed and nothing could be seen for 
any particular distance. After the freight 
had just cleared the crossing the ladies 
started to walk across. They noticed a 
man.on the rear car of the freight train 
making, frantic motions to them, waiv- 
ing his hands and yelling, but did not 
understand his meaning.

DEATH. JUST AVERTED. 


They had hardly stepped on the rails 


of the" east track' when the south bound 
passenger train was 
observed coming 


down on -them,'running at great speed 
Turning-they leaped -back, but the engine 
•<Taxed their dresses and threw them .vio- 
lently into the ditch. Picking themselves 
up they were thankful to have escaped 
with their lives. Examination revealed 
that neither had sustained serious injur- 
ies, but they were so badly .frightened 
from the experience they could neither 
speak or hardly walk for a short time. 


There are no gates at this crossing and 


citizens claim that the place is dangerous. 
Large numbers of people employed at the 
Horliek factory or other institutions, 
cross the -tracks here.

ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 


Chicago Tribune: 
For a long time a 


large and influential -section of the Eng- 
lish" press has been trying to excite the 
animosity of the 
people of 
England 


against Germany by incessantly dinning 
into their ears that German 
sentiment 


and intentions are incurably hostile to 
England. Simultaneously a large section 
of the German, press has been trying to 
arouse German feeiing against England 
by 'daily telling its "readers that England 
only awaits a good opportunity to strike 
a blow which shall crush the rising Ger- 
man navy and check German industrial 
and commercial progress. Such talk La 
dangerous. It is almost certain, in time 
to accomplish its object, that of making 
the two nation; suspect and hate each 
other, and when spirited and powerful 
nations get to suspecting, and hating 
each other trouble is likely to result. 
They then become Hotspurs that will 
"quibble on the ninth part of a hair," 
and, unfortunately, in this complex 
modern world causes—or pretexts—of of- 
fense are always sure to arise; 


Recognizing the perils of the situation, 


forty-four of the most prominent Ger- 
mans engaged fa literature, science, nrt, 
and the liberal professions have joined in 
a novel and remarkable'address to the 
English people. They give the most em- 
phatic assurances that, regardless of 
what tho press may say to the contrary, 
there is no deepseated or widespread'ill 
feeling in Germany against England at 
the present time.

fiable. This being so with his own coun- 
try very naturally he desires the people's 
of other countries to believe his cause is 
the right and that France is in the 
wrong. 


It is tribute to the great and ever in- 


creasing power of public opinion. An 
opinion powerful monarchs hedged in and 
round about with constitutions and par- 
linments, must perforce heed,, and a pow- 
er even parliaments willing to heed the 
lonrmands and wishes of the ruler, will 
take into consideration.

THK KIGHTS OP THE PEOPLE. 
The movement originating in several 


cities to do away with overhead trol- 
leys, and in 
fact all 
overhead lines 


through which 
electricity 
passes, and 


con.sci|iicntly the hideous pole nuisance 
on our business nnd residence 
street.-;, 


should not lag. 
Such movement is pos- 


itively in the interests not only of the 
public safety, but of the public welfare 
in a number of ways. In this state the 
movement might be. assisted materially 
by the legislature repealing the laws en- 
acted during the past two sessions in 
which public service corporations such 
as traction lines, telephone, electric nnd 
telegraph were given the right of emi- 
nent domain upon certain linen of value 
to them, and for which invaluable rights 
not one dollar of compensation was ever 
to be paid to public and for pole rights 
such smnll compensation as proceedings 
of condemnation might give. The furthei 
law permitting under cetrain forms of 
public service corporations to enjoy in- 
valuable franchises disregarding local au- 
thorities should certainly also be repeal- 
ed. Now if there is anything at all in 
the reform cry which has been so loudly 
heard of late, let us hear of something 
being done, since it was our reform leg- 
islatures that enacted these objection- 
able laws. 


It has been demonstrated underground 


electric wires can be readily operated, 
both for lighting purposes, telegraphing 
purposes, telephone purposes 
and 
for 


traction lines. In number of cities, and 
even for a small part of the city of Ra- 
cine, these underground provisions- for 
wires are, successful, and no reason ex- 
ist, except those advanced by corpora- 
tions on ground of expense, why this 
should be the case in every street where 
wires and tracks run, both residence and 
business streets. There is no equity for 
provisions by law where only certain tcr 
ritory is provided for, leaving out other 
residence streets living along which are 
citizens precisely as much entitled to 
this great relief as are the-others. Then 
also if all business streets may be re- 
lieved from the nuisance and the grave 
dangers of overhead electric, telephone 
and telegraphic wires, why not all every 
residence street and no favored districts.

can get it.

.The rase of the government against a, 


number of railroad companies, the Mil- 
wankee Refrigerator Transit company 
and the Pnbst 
Brewing company on 


charges of rebate giving and acceptance 
will 'proceed to trial on the merits of the 
case: Without in the least seeming to 
discriminate against the defendants it 
can-ho said that Judge Snnborn, at. Mil- 
waukee in his decision overruling the de- 
murrer said: 
' : 


"It is almost significant that the Unit- 


ed States supreme court was the first to 
break away from the notion that a cor- 
poration is only n legal-entity when this 
literal application would operate with in- 
justice. 
T think that sufficient evidence 


is nllegcd to show that the shipper prac- 
tically controls the transit company, and 
I think there is sufficient identity of in- 
terest of shareholders to make R rebate, 
if paid and received with unlawful intent, 
a violation of the Elkins net." 


The effect of this is that public cor- 


porations and corporations under state 
charters or corporations may be separat- 
ed ns to the distinct entity of the corpor- 
ation itself, nnd tho ramifications if any 
examined into. If the application of this 
decision is generally followed it follows, 
without prejudice to 1his Milwaukee case, 
that many of our public corporations and 
large corporations engaged in interstate 
traffic may have their transactions exam- 
ined into by proper court proceedings. It, 
would also likely bear upon the point as 
to whether or not corporations officials 
may in court proceedings or examina- 
tions of states in transactions of corpor- 
ations refuse to answer questions that if 
replied to fairly would disclose the truth 
of the. matters in contention.

At the present 
time, though, as soon as slckm-ss oc- 
curs—whtri' means permit, and In many 
cases where th«y do not—a trained 
nurse Is sent for, and as soon as she 
enters the house the members of the 
family consider themselves 1'reo from. 
all responsibility. They cease to take- 
any part in the trouble of nursing un- 
less especially requested to do so. They 
appear to have lost even the instinct 
which formerly guided their actions 
and their sense of duty Is quite siitisllct, 
if ihn nurse Is there to look aCU-r thf 
case and the cook has U-vn giver, 
orders to prepare thf food as It is re- 
quired. Now. It Is hardly fair to ex- 
pect a nurse, whoso work Is already 
laborious enough, to undertake to cook 
for her patient: but, of course, she 
must huve u practical knowledge of tlu- 
subject to enable her intelligently ti- 
inspect the food prepared for the in- 
valid.

wife should step in and relieve tin: pro- 
fessional or amateur nurse in the mai- 
tcr of preparing meuls for tho sick.

to cold; otherwise they throw off the 
infection and did not have pneumonia, 
it was Nagelschmidt who discovered that 
the blood of animals when exposed to 
ice water suffered an immediate decrease 
of the white corpuscles which devour the 
microbes of disease. 


But lie found, too, that when the an- 


imal wasi frequently expoeed to lesser 
degrees of cold the effect was 
to in- 


crcnsu the numbers 'of this -defensive 
army iu the blood. By moderate and re- 
ptiitod exposure animals were hardened 
against .attacks. 


The lesson is plain. 
Stop worrying 


about disease germs, which you; cannot 
escape anyhow, and fortify your system 
against them by hardening 
processes. 


Keep the feet dry and avoid sitting in 
draughts when heated. Harden the body 
by reasonable exposure to uold cir and 
coidd water. Then you will never have 
a "cold" and the grip and pneumonia 
germs will never bother you.

£300,000,000 a year from the pests which 
attack crops of all sorts: France suffer- 
ed to the extent of §2,000,000,000 seven- 
teen years ago—as much as her war 
with Germany cost her—as tho result of 
the assaults of insects upon her vines. 
In England hop growers remember 3882 
as the year in which they lost ip7,500,ODO 
through the voracious little aphis.

VENEZUELAN TOLD TO GO 


France Orders Him Out of Terri- 


tory—Naval Demonstration 


Plans Under Way. 


PARIS, Jan. IS.—Official confirmation 


of Venezuela's unccrmonious treatment 
of M. Taigny the retiring French charge 
,t Caracas, has reached the foreign office. 
Though the officials wil] not make any di- 
rest statement on the subject it is un- 
derstood that a naval demonstration is 
under preparation, the division of the 
French warships recently aBerablcd in the 
vicinity of Venezuelan waters being util- 
ized for that purpose. 


5:30 p. m.—M. Maubourguet, 
the 


charge d' affaires of Venezuela here, this 
afternoon received the official announce- 
ment of his expulsion from French terri- 
tory. The notification was conveyed to 
him by M. Gouvt, the chief secretary of 
Premier Rouvicr) and a special commis- 
sarv of police. M. Hcriniou. The charge 
d' affaires showed considerable emotion, 
but accepted the government's decision. 
He will leave Paris from tho northern 
railroad station at 10 o'clock tonight for 
Liege, Belgium .accompanied by the spec- 
ial commissary of police who is responsi- 
ble for his security to the frontier. 


The action of the French government 


with reference to Venezuela has not yet 
been finally decided. M. Rouvier is call- 
ing the cabinet council together to con 
aider the steps to be taken. 


VIENNA DOCTORS MAY STRIKE 
VIENNA, Jan. 18.—The communal doc 


tors threaten to strike against the regu- 
lations compelling them to vneeinatc nnd 
attend the poor and to report cases of 
infectious, diseases. At present they are 
paid 4 cents for each vaccination and a 
week's subsequent treatment and receive 
no payment for notifications. 


It is feared that a strike would result 


in an epidemic. The highest salaries paid 
are $150 yearly and the communities can- 
not afford to give more. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Mrs. Eliza- 


beth M. Holmes of New York is detained 
at the house of detention here, having 
been arrested last night on a telegram 
signed William M. Holmes of No. 20 Gold 
street, New York. The telegram read: 


"Arrest my wife; believed demented." 
When Mrs. Holmes was taken into cus- 


tody she stated that she had some pap- 
ers for President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Taft that would reveal startling 
ihlngs to them. If she could not see the 
president, she said, she would see Secre- 
tary Taft. 


"I propose to unmask at least three 


traitors," said Mrs. Holmes. "I repre- 
sent Mrs. Elizabeth Granniss, president 
ol the National'PmKty Congress, and an 
exponent of woman's rights. 


BENT ON SEEING PRESIDENT. 


"Upon my arrival in the city, I sent 


messages to two congressmen that I am 
here and when the detectives called I 
thought they were the congressmen, and 
therefore readily admitted them. 


"I have n letter to the vice president 


and am otherwise clothed with good cre- 
dentials and authority. I intend seeing 
the president as soon as possible and will 
then return home. I will be accompanied 
by some influential person. I don't pro- 
pose to be ejected from the White House 
as was Mrs. Morris. 


HUSBAND ON HIS WAY. 


"Recently I wrote to Dr. Minor Morris 


and I will notify him of my pres 
ence here. He knows something about 
the secret of my mission. 


"I am surprised at the telegram pur- 


porting to come from iny husband and ] 
am not ready to believe that he sent it.'"

cussed the ca-=e with Cnptain Bonrdman 
They thought it best that she should be 
oared for until her husband reaches here 
which will be some time this after 
noon.

tain names had been forged to deprive 
her of property to which she is justly 
entitled. Incidentally, as a believer in 
woman's rights and as a member of the 
National Purity League, she said 
she 


thought she would discuss with the presi- 
dent the case of Mrs. Minor Morris. She 
thought that case should clnim the at- 
tention of the women of the country nnd 
it was her purpose to see if she could 
not have the president right the wrong 
that had been done Sirs.

CHARRED REMAINS 


FOUND IN THE RUINS 


PEMBROKE, N. H., Jan, 18.—The au- 
aorities of Mcrrimack county and of 
he town of Pembroke today, resumed 
lie investigation of the tragedy in which 
even persons were victims and an 
ighth took his own life yesterday. Al- 
er daylight many of the townspeople 
isited the ruins of the farmhouse at 
forth Pembroke which for three year»_ 
ad been occupied by Charles F. Ayer, 
is immediate family and his mother in* 
aw, Mrs. Isaac Lakeman. Rollomng 
he murder of Mrs. Lakeman, Mrs. Ayer 
nd the children of the latter, the farm 
uildings were burned and the bodies in- 
inerated. Before the fire was discover- 
ed by the neighbors Ayer left home.foe 
he residence of his sister, Mrs. Geor§« 
Jailey, in the town of Chicbister, sue 
miles distant, where he shot himself »f- 
er being informed of the destruction of 
he property. 
Ayer died last night without making 


a statement which would assist the au- 
horities to ascertain the exact manner 
n which his seven relatives met their 
leaths. 


REMAINS OF TWO FOUND. 


Ayer acted in a strange manner after 


lis arrival at the Bailey house and the 
county officials concluded early in the 
evening, after a hasty investigation, that 
le had murdered all seVen members of 
lis family as they lay in their beds late 
Tuesday night or early yesterday morn- 
ing. 


The ruins had cooled during- the night 


and a careful search was instituted for 
the remains of five of the victims. Two 
charred trunks, one of which is supposed 
;o me that of Mrs. Lakeman and the 
other that of a child were found in the 
debris. 


USED NOISELESS WEAPON. 


The authorities believe that Ayer used 


an axe or some other noiseless weapon 
as they have learned that the neighbor* 
leard no pistol shots or disturbance of 
any kind from the Ayer home previous 
to the fire. The do not expect the de- 
mils of the actual commission of tha 
crime will ever become known. He made 
lis appearance at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. Bailey, about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. An hour later his neighbor, Wm. 
H. Fowler arrived and told Ayer of the 
burning of his home. 
DISTURBED BY FANCIED WRONG. 
Without a word in reply, Ayer dretr 


the revolver from his pocket and shot 
himself in the head. He never regained 
consciousness and died at 9:30 o'clock in 
the evening. Further investigations dis- 
closed the fact that for three months, 
Ayer had been brooding over fancied fi- 
nancial wrong in connection with tho 
settlement of tho estate of his wife's 
father, Isaac Lakeruau, who died three 
years ago. The widow was named as 
executrix. No final settlement of the 
estate has been made however. In No- 
vember last Mrs. Lakeman put up tha 
farm at auction and it was bought by 
one of her sons, Fayette Lakeman. He^ 
made an arrangement for Ayer and his 
wife to remain on the place, having 
their rent free in return for boarding 
Mrs. Lakeman, paying the taxes and 
making repairs. Ayer insisted, howerer, 
that his wife should receive the share ol 
the purchase, money that would be hers 
as an heir before she signed the deeds 
to the place. To this her brothers re- 
fused to consent. Ayer was angry, but 
his wife finally signed the deeds. The 
failure to obtain this ready money to 
meet his very pressing financial needs ia 
believed to have unbalanced Ayer men- 
tally. 


The search of the ruins resulted in th« 


finding of all five of the remaining bodies 
during the forenoon. AH ^~ere burned 
horribly and it was practically impossi- 
ble to tell one from another save that 
a difference in size indicated that of tho 
mother.

STARTS A FARMER BOY. 


The life story of Marshall Field is the 


story of a farmer's son who came from 
New England into the 'golden west and' 
reaped steadily and' never eeasingly of 
it's" liarvests. 


Mr. Field was the world's greatest mer- 


chant. Beginning his business career' in 
Chicago fifty years ago almost fro' the 
day, he forged ahead rapidly until his 
preeminence 
became 
unquestioned. 


Years ago ha had a rival in A. T. Stew- 
aft, the greatest commercial figure of hia 
generation, but Stewart passed away, "hib 
business changed hands and disintegrated 
and liis name no longftr i» heard.

' FIELD'S RULES FOR SUCCESS. 
"Riches are of less importance to a 


man than is character, which \yill finable 
him to win respect and honor of his fel- 
low men." This is the keynote of the re- 
markable letter written some years ago 
by Marshall Field in response to the in- 
quiry of the Rev. Newton Dwight Hillis: 
"What do you consider essential elements 
of success for a young man standing on 
the threshold of a business career!" From 
Mr. Field's letter the foSlowing sentences 
briefly give his words of advice and cau- 
tion: 


First, a young man carefully 
should 


consider what his natural bent or incli- 
nation is, be it business or professional; 
take stock of himself; ascertain, if pos- 
sible, what he is best adapted (for, anrl 
endeavor to get into that vocation with 
as few changes as possible. 


Having entered upon it, then let him 


pursue the work in hand with diligence 
and determination to know it thorough- 
ly, which can be done only by close and 
enthusiastic application of the powers at 
his command; strive to master thn de- 
tails and put into it\an energy directed 
by strong common sense, so as to make 
hia service of value wherever he is. 


To every young man I would say (seek 


at tho start to cultivate the acquaintance 
of those only whose contact and influence 
will kindle high purposes, as I regard tho 
building up of a sterling character one 
o[ the. fundamental principles of BUCCCBB. 


Too few realize that in order to i»c 


quire tho dollar one must take cure'of 
the nickels. Careful, saving and careful 


spending invariably promote success. 


A young; man should aim to bo manly 


and self-reliant; make good use of all the 
spare moments and read only wholesome 
books. I would not have him beliftve, 
however, that success conelBta bolely in 
the acquisition of wealth. The haste to 
become rich at the expense ot character 
prevails to an alarming Extent and nnn 
not'be too severely denounced. 


In the same letter Mr. Field said the 


reasons for most failures lay in the dis- 
regard of the simple rules which he had 
set clown. 


The la'st act of Marshall Field in'the 


world of local finance, in which he had 
become a dominant figure in recent yeavs, 
was in connection with the impending 
failure of the Walsh 
banks. 
It 
wa'i 


through his influence and at his sugges- 
tion that the clearing-house committee 
adopted the plan of liquidation which was 
put into effect when the institutions 
closed. Mr. Field prevented a.financial 
crash and a panic that might have dragg- 
ed down a score of local banking houses. 


AT WORK IN OFFICE. 


Marshall Field generally devoted 
as 


many hours to business as did his em- 
ployes. He often gave the retail store on 
State street an hour or two in the morn- 
ing. 
The rest of the day he usually 


spent in his office at the wholesale build- 
ing. His sanctum was in the northwest 
corner of the middle division ol the first 
floor on the Adarng street front. His pri- 
vate 
secretary 
sat within a 
railed 


inclosure just outside. Most of the time 
entrance wag free to- any one having bus- 
iness with Mr. Field. A plain roll-top 
desk, a table, a chair or two, a screen, 
a neat carpet, and open fireplace fnrm?h- 
cd this unpretentious room. 


ENTHUSIAST AT GOLF. 


While immersed in business affairs 


from early manhood, Mr. Field loved his 
home. The death of his first wife dark- 
ened his life, but gradually he throw 
a,side the gloom that held him almost 
Captive and mingled more with his famil- 
iars. Of late years he had played golf 
a great deal and was devoted to the 
sport.

, .The last year of ; his life was eventful. 
It possessed a mighty joy and dealt a 
fearful blow. The high tide of his happi- 
ness came with his marriage on Sept. 5, 
1905, to Mrs. Delia Spencer Caton, whom 
Jie had ;known for twenty years or more. 
The wedding was held in London in St. 
Margaret's church, Westminster, and was 
attended by a few of thXnear friends and 
relatives of the contracting parties. A 
honeymoon trip on the continent ensued, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Field returned to Chi- 
cago late in October. 


They had been home one month when 


the accident that eventually resulted in 
the death of Marshall Field", Jr., occurr- 
ed. The young man was seriously—and, 
as it proved, fatally—injured by a shot 
from a revolver which was accidentally 
discharged.

The Field's party left the 
Holland House about 10:30 o'clock. To 
escape as much as possible the observa- 
tions of a crowd which collected on Fifth 
avenue, in front of this hotel, the party 
was divided into small detachments leav- 
ing by twos and threes in carriages, with 
short intervals of time separating eiich 
departure. Mr. Field's coffin was taken 
out of the hotel by a side entrance on 
Thirtieth street and placed in a hearse, 
being taken to the train before the mem- 
bers of the funeral party left the hotel.

K"EW YORK, Jan. 16.—At 2:15 Mr. j 


Field was very low, according to news 
from the sick room and the physicians 
were very apprehensive. 


At 3:10 it was announced that Mr. 


Field's friends had given up hope. 


At 3:30 Mr. Field was breathing rap- 


idly and the end was very near. 


Marshall Field died at 4 o'clock today. 


INFLAMMATION SPREADING. 


At 9 o'clock Mr. Field's physicians is- 


sued the following bulletin: 


"Mr. Field's condition is worse than it 


was last evening. There appears to be 
n spreading of the disease.. While his 
case is eritical it is not hopeless." 


All the members of the Field family 


party who had been called to the hotel 
by Mr. Field's illness were retiring after 
the long vigil made necessary by his ser- 
ious condition of the past several days. 
His regular physicians' too, were sleep- 
ing at that time, and only an assistant 
and the trained nurses were at the bed- 


WORSE THAX YESTERDAY. 


The physicians' bulletin later was sup- 


plemented by Augustus N. Eddy, Mrs. 
Field's brother-in-lnw, when he came 
from the sick room: 


"Mr. Field is worse than he was yes- 


terday," he said, "but is still conscious. 
While he retains consciousness we have 
hope a« in possession of his faculties he 
is making n determined fight against the 
disease. If he should lose consciousness 
we should also lose hope. The crisis pro- 
per is not expected until tomorrow." 


OTHER LUNG AFFECTED. 


Later in the morning it was reported 


that both Mr. Field's lungs have been 
affected by the spread of the pneumonia. 
Up to this morning the disease,had been 
confined to one lung. Mr. Field was hold- 
ing his strength at 11 o'clock well, de- 
spite the spread of the congested area 
nnd was conscious and in no apparent im- 
mediate danger at that time. 


ALARMIXG TURN FOR WORSE. 
This afternoon it was announced that 


Mr. Field's condition had taken an alarm- 
ing turn for the worse within the last 
hour. 
His temperature rose suddenly 


nnd his family physician Dr. Frank Bil- 
lings, announced thnt while he 
thinks 


there is still a chance for Mr. Field's re- 
covery, he considers the situation olarm- 
ing. 


WEAKENING OF PULSE. 


Insane Man Who Tried to Es- 


cape is Still Unconscious. 


Superintendent Bull Tells of Effort 


Made by Sister and Young Man 


to Take Him Away. 


The physicians shortly before 1 o'clock 


said the condition of their patient was 
exceedingly grave. The rise in .tempera- 
ture was accompanied by a weakening of 
the pulse. 


The formal bulletin issued by Doctors 


James, .Taneway anci 
Billings shortly 


after 1 o'clock tins afternoon was as fol- 
lows : 


''.Vr. Field has grown worse this morn- 


ing and his condition has become very 
grave." 


Mr. Field's lawyer, W. G. Bale, who 


was at the hotel today denied a report 
that lie had been called by Mr. Field to 
make his will. 


It is said that Mr. Field's will and 


other business affairs were put in perfect 
order by him when he left Chicago anc 
that he has touched no general businesi 
matters since his return from Europe. 


Marshall Field was without question 


the greatest and most successful mer 
chant of his generation, and lie was one 
of the world's richest men, his wealth be- 
ing estimated nt anywhere from $100,- 
000.000 to $200,000.000. He was a native 
of Conway, Mass., where ho was born in 
1S35. His father was a farmer and Mr. 
Field obtained his education in the public 
(schools of Conway. At the age of 17 
years he became a clerk in a general 
country store in I'ittsflekl, Mass., where 
he remained for four years, 


- 
EARLY BUSINESS CAREER. 


He came to Chicago in 1856 and began 


his career in this city as a clerk in the 
wholesale dry goods establishment of 
Coolcy. Wadsworth & Co. During the 
four years that he remained with this 
house, he showed marked 
commercial 


ability and in 1850 he was given a part- 
nership. The late Levi Z. Leit'er was also 
connected with the firm and in 1865 the 
two young men withdrew., and in com- 
pany with Potter Palmer they organized 
the firm of Field, Palmer & Leiter which 
continued till 1867 when 
Mr. Palmer 


withdrew and the firm became Field, Lei- 
ter & Co. This continued until-1881 when 
Mr. Leiter retired nnd the firm became 
known as Marshall Field & Co., as it is 
today. 


NEVER ISSUED A -NOTE. 


The house forged to the front very rap 


idly and it is now the largest enterprise 
of ito'kind in the -world, having numer 


ous branches throughoiit Europe and 
Asia. Its remarkable success is attribut- 
ed ostensibly to Mr. Field and his 
methods. He made it a rule never to 
borrow money and never to issue a note 
He paid cash for everything he' bought 
not only in connection with his Chicago 
enterprise, but for all of his dealings in 
real estate and other investments. 


The great fire of 1871 was the only re 


verse ever experienced by the house o 
Marshall Field & Co. Its losses at that 
time aggregated over $1,000,000. 
| 


MADE RICH BY R13AL ESTATE. 
In 1872 the wholesale department was 


separated from the retail store, and the 
latter now covers one city square and is 
located in buildings twelve stories 
in' 


height. While building up the dry goods 
store which has grown to such mammoth 
proportions Mr. Field, who was such a 
firm believer in the future' of Chicago, in- 
vested heavily in real estate and to the 
appreciation of this on' ftie ' value 
Tie 


owed much of his wealth. At the close 
of the world's fair in 1893 Mr. Field en- 
dowed 'with $1,000,000 the museum now 
known is the Field Columbian museum, 
for which a home valued at $8;000,000; is 
shortly to be erected in the heart of the 
city. He later gave to theTIniversity'of 
Chicago, land valued at $450,000 to be 
used for athletic purposes and a portion 
of it is known today as Marshall Field. 
He was extremely charitable in other di- 
rections, never failing to contribute to a 
cause which he knew to be worthy. 


HANDSOME IN APPEARANCE. 


Personally Mr. Field was a handsome 


man, a trifle above medium height, slen- 
der and well proportioned. He was pop- 
ular socially,.although he never mingled 
in society as the word is generally under- 
stood. In .his personal tastes and habits 
he was quiet and moderate. In politics 
he never interfered although he was al- 
vays ready to aid with time and money 
my movement looking toward better na- 
tional or municipal government. 


REFUSED NOMINATION. 


He was prominently mentioned as a 


•ice presidential candidate on the demo- 
ratio ticket in 1!)04. He was 
several 


times offered the second place on 
the 


ticket, but refused to accept, it. 
One 


night he was called up ..at his-"honie in 
this city by the Associated Press and fo* 
the second time within a week asked if he 
intended to accept the .'nomination. He 
declared that he did not; and added:

"There 'is no need of the Associated

has my authority to deny the story as 
often as it likes, no matter -'.where it 
comes from."

WAS TWICE WEDDED. ' 


Mr."Field was twice'married, his first 


wife having died several years ago. Mrs. 
Field left two children, Ethel, now mar- 
ried and residing at Leamington, Eng- 
land, and Marshall Field, Jr., who acci- 
dentally shot himself at-his home in this 
city November 22, 1!)05 and died five 


Herman Pfeiffer, fatally injured at the

Mr. Bull said she could not take 
him away. , She said she had a permit 
and when she Was asked to show it re 
fused. He took Hermnn back in the ware 
and ordered that he be not permitted to 
leave the building and lie then went back 
to the front of the structure and the 
sister and friend were out on the side- 
walk. The young mail threatened to fix 
Mr. Bull on the following day.

: ;In regard to the accident Mr. Bull' said 
that "it was about 5 o'cldck Saturday 
morning when Roy'' Inga'lls, •watchman, 
came to his room and. awoke him, tefling 
Tii\n that 'they had:found' Herrrton' Pieif- 
fer'lying'on the ground outside tlife build-! 
ing; that he liad'atteriipted :to leave Tiis- 
room by me.ihs'of'a'sheet'and hurt'liis 
head and that they had carried him iffto:

The physician said that the in- 
juri-es were fatal. The injured man had 
wrenched the iron bars from the outside 
of his window and tying a bed-spread to 
the catch of the window which was 'up, 
attempted to slide'down. Evidently the 
window came down with his weight caus- 
ing him to lose his hold and fall to the 
ground.

Price Mnoh Lower This Year. Heine About 


Five Cents on Averaare. 


MILWAUKEE, Jan. 10.—"The supply 


of eggs throughout the country is deter- 
mined absolutely by the weather, and 
on account of continued warm and pleas- 
ant weather this winter the price of eggs 
is extraordinarily low," said M. C. Kip- 
per, secretary of the Milwaukee Produce 
and Fruit exchange, yesterday. "The 
price, retail and wholesale, is about live 
cents less than is common in January. 
'"The egg market is the'only one with|a 
feature at this time," _he said. "Slen 
who pack eggs iu spring to be sold from 
cold storage iu wintcr;are.praying;'for".a 
blizzard that they may .not lose large 
sums. There can be no doubt that they 
are "losing heavily at present. Milwauf 
kce has no large packers of eggs. 
; 


"Today the pnice. of eggs here is 20 


cents" for storage eggs -and 24 and '25 
oents-for eggs that are strictly fresh. It 
must be remembered that I speak of 
wholesale prices. Retailers sell them for 
about 5 cents above this. Nearly always 
during January the price of fresh eggs 
reaches 30 cents at wholesale, and some- 
times restaurants are compelled to in- 
crease their price to patrons. 


"Chicago is well stocked and the price 


there is lower than that here. Kansas 
and Missouri, which are often spoken of 
as the large egg .producing states in win- 
ter, in the middle west, are yielding un- 
heard of mimbers this winter because of 
pleasant weather. 


"Speculators in eggs bought their stor-. 


age supplies last spring at 10 and 17 
cents. To this cost price must be added 
insurance—you known egg dealers have 
their eggs insured against loss—and also 
the cost of storage and handling. It is 
not likely that they a.re able to avoid 
loss with the price at wholesale 10 to 21 
cents, and still lower in cities farther 
south. Southern-states are sending large 
numbers north this winter."

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—Two negro tun- 


nel workers were killed by 
suffocation 


and caisson disease, two were drowned, 
two others were seriously overcome and 
the white foreman and assistant suffer- 
ed severely in rescuing those who sur- 
vived, when a compressed air pipe burst 
in the East River tunnel on Man '0 War 
reef, opposite Forty-second street early 
today. 


OVERWHELMED BY WATER.' 


The bodies of the two drowned men, 


still lie at the bottom of the shaft 20 
feet below the river level. These men 
were overwhelmed by the water that en- 
tered the shaft when the prssure was re- 
moved. The other two dead men were 
hoisted to the surface by the foreman 
and his assistant who also rescued those 
whose lives were saved. 
The foreman 


and his assistant left the bottom of the 
shaft and were hoisted to the river level 
with the bodies just in time to escape 
drowning and death by the "bends" as 
the dreaded caisson disease is called. 


Man O' War reef is a mass of rocks 


which lies just 'below the surface of the 
river at low water. When it was fixed 
upon as the place for a shaft,-a crib was 
built, which was made air tight, and by 
dumping rocks from the other 
shafts 


upon it, the contractors have made a lit- 
tle island for the work there. From this 
the shaft through which the compressed 
air was driven to the workers below, was 
sunk. 


Miss Greta Goetz, daughter of Night 


Policeman John Goetz, and Miss Halber- 
stadt, both well known young ladies of 
the north side, narrowly escaped,, being 
killed by the 8:10 south bound passenger 
train on the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway tracks yesterday morning, at the 
St. Patrick street crossing.. As it was 
they were both thrown into the ditch, 
but sustained but slight injuries.

employed at the Horlick Food

An 
opinion powerful monarchs hedged in and 
round about with constitutions and par- 
liaments, must perforce heed, and a pow- 
er even parliaments willing to heed the 
commands and wishes of the ruler, will 
take into consideration.

They 
appear to have lost even the instinct 
which formerly guided their actions, 
and their sense of duty is quite satisfied 
if iho nurse is then; to look after tho 
case and the cook has Loen given 
orders to prepare the food as it is re- 
quired. 
Nov.-, It is hardly fair to ex- 


pect a nur:-;e, whose work is already 
laborious enough, to undertake to cook 
tor her patient; but, of course, she 
must have a practical knowledge of th;1 
subject to enable her intelligently tc- 
inspect the food prepared for the in- 
valid. 


It is just at this point that the house- 


wife should step in and relieve the pro- 
fessional or amateur nurse in tiie mat- 
ter of preparing meals for the sick. In 
many homiw patent invalid foods he- 
come a fixed idea on the part of thn 
provider, who forgi-ts that howevei 
valuable a prepared food may be in 
cases of emergency variety is a neces- 
sity where the appetite requires tempt- 
ing. 
The home prepared dish, es- 


pecially that made by loving hands, is 
infinitely more appreeiateri than a footl 
packed in a tin or bottle, which, al- 
though it can be made available in . 
minute, Is always tho sumo to the taste 


The mistress of an ordinary house- 


hold takes very little Interest in plain 
cookery at any time, preferring to leave 
the cook to do her best or worst, as the 
case may be, and when the occasion 
arises requiring a itsplay of talent in 
tho direction of special diet the very 
person on whom so much of the house- 
hold comfort should depend is obliged 
to confess herself incompetent. 
But it Is not in moderate establish- 


ments only that tho invalid fares worst. 
In the houses of the rich, in many in- 
stances, it is nobody's business to at- 
tend especially -to the supply of sick- 
room dainties. The cook would resent 
any invasion of her promises, and as 
Ibe has not been .trained to cook tor in 


•alids she fails lamentably when called 
upon to exercise the art. She becomes 
indignant when remonstrated with and 
appears to think that illness in the 
house is caused through want of con- 
sideration on the part of the invalid. In 
fact, many people regard the illness of 
others as an injury done to themselves— 
that is, if they are affected by the sick- 
ness or are debarred from pleasure in

and 
she 


would' no more resent the specialist's 
advent than if she were the trained 
nurse herself. In fact, most probably 
the cook would welcome her as a means 
of sparing herself trouble, and thus the 
comfort of the whole household would 
pe assured.

equally as important as the way the 
food, is cooked, and unless everything 
looks dainty the most delicious morsel 
in the world will be sent away untasted, 
Nothing that will add to attractiveness

own .healthy appetites the craving of 
the invalid for something different or 
r.iie peevish complaints of the patient 
savor of greediness, and capricious and 
fastidious, longings are met with little 
patience. 
"What is the good of at- 


tempting to cook dainties for people 
who are never satisfied?" they will ask 
you. "Far better it is to exert our- 
selves for the healthy individuals who 
appreciate our effprts." 
The result Is 


that the making of showy cakes and 
desserts is entered on with zest, and the 
"tiresome.invalid" is left to the tender 
,mercies o£ the unwilling cook or is fed 
'on ready made preparations.

A great mistake made by the home 
mrse is to ask tho patient what he 
would like to eat. This is often fatal 
to appetite, for the moment a sle.k per- 
son must think ot what he wants he 
censes to want anything. Something of 
a surprise, taking the patient's normal 
tustes as a guide, should be the object 
of the nurse In offering dainties. 


Tho tray on which they are served

Florence Nlght- 
ngale, the world's most famous nurse, 
ays this will simply prevent him from 
aking food at all. 
Never give a patient a large quantity 


if anything at a time, for where the ap- 
petite is not strong it may be'tempted 
jy a little when it will be repelled by a 
arge quantity. Do not act upon the 
supposition that because a certain food 
vas enjoyed one day it will be liked 
the next. 
In nine cases out of ten 


appetite of an ill person is very 


capricious. 
Tea is more attractive served In tlnv 


after dinner cups ar.d may be filled 
from a pot within easy reach should tin 
patient want another cup. Speaking o 
tea, the doctor' almost Invariably or 
ders it off the menu, but this beverage 
made In the following manner witl- 
mllk is not only harmless, but in manj 
cases beneficial: Boll half a pint o 
milk and pour on it a good spoonful o 
tea. After three or four minutes pou 
the milk oft the tea leaves. This kim 
of tea is especially recommended t 
persons suffering from insomnia o 
dyspepsia.

nourishing, as most people suppose, i 
nourishing and stimulating meal, how 
ever, may be prepared with it as fol 
lows; Separate the whites from th 
yolks of two fresh eggs, beat them we 
and add a pinch of salt.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The housa 


united in a tribute to the frigate "Con- 
stitution" on convening today. The 
chaplain -Un his prayer eulogized-the old 
ship. It was followed by the presenta- 
tion of a handsomely prepared petition; 
tributes by Mr. McCall of Massachusetts, 
Mr. Sulzor of New York, and the adop-' 
tion of a resolution from the committee 
on rules directing the house committee 
on naval affairs to ascertain the annual 
cost'of proper care for the old frigate. 


In presenting his petition, Mr. McCall 


said it was in behalf of the most glor- 
ious strip that ever floated the American 
flag. "I may say," he continued, "the 
most historic warship that ever sailed 
the ocean." 


The petition which was encased in a 


bronze roll and shipped in a handsome 
wooden cask is signed by the governor 
and all the living ex-governors of Massa- 
chusetts, by 70 mayors or ex-mayors of 
her cities; by 30 survivors of the crew 
wio saved her from capture in 1861 and 
received the thanks of congress, the des- 
cendants of her commanders in her three 
great battles and by 30,000 citizens of 
Massachusetts. The names were collect- 
ed in less than three weeks. 


Mr. McCall's conclusion with a protest 


against an understood plan that the ship 
be taken out to sea and blown up was 
greeted with applause.

The further scientists dive into the

Duerek, a German biologist, discover- 


ed that rabbits infected with the germs 
of pncumqnia developed that disease if 
their vitality was lessened by exposure 
to cold; otherwise they threw off the 
infection and did not have pneumonia. 
It was Nagclschmidt who discovered that 
the blood of animals when exposed to 
ice water suffered an immediate decrease 
of the white corpuscles which devour the 
microbes of disease. 


But he found, too, that when the- an- 


imal wag frequently exposed to lesser 
degrees of cold the effect was 
to in- 


creasu the numbers of this defensive 
army in the blood. By moderate and re- 
pc-atcd exposure animals M'crc hardened 
against attacks. 


The lesson is plain. 
Stop worrying 


about disease germs, which you cannot 
escape anyhow, and fortify your system 
against them by hardening processes. 
Keep the feet dry and avoid sitting in 
draughts when heated. Harden the body 
by reasonable exposure to cold. Q.ir and 
could water. Then you will never have 
a "cold" and the grip and pneumonia 
germs will never bother you.
